EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to performing a method within a microprocessor for 
selecting a context from a pool of contexts when processing a data packet, including the unique 
steps of: 

"a loading mechanism for preloading data corresponding to the received data packet into 
the selected context for subsequent processing, the preloaded data including information from 
the data packet header; 

wherein computation of the input data functions to enable identification and selection of a 
context for packet processing according to the logic rule at the instant time such that a multitude 
of context selections made over a period of time facilitate balancing of load pressure on 
functional units housed within the multi-streaming processor core and required for packet 
processing." 

The closet prior art, Nemirovsky et al. (US Publication 2002/0062435 Al), discloses a 
method and multi-streaming processor for determining a context frame based on priority 
information obtained from the instruction scheduler. However, Nemirovsky fails to anticipate or 
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render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims 
allowable.
